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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-46 are allowed. 

2. Claims 47-55 have been cancelled.

3. The drawings filed on December 3, 2003 are accepted by the Examiner. 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

The prior art of record does not render obvious to one ordinarily skilled in the art 
at the time of applicant's invention nor anticipate the combination of claimed elements 
including "receiving, into a record processing module of a system, data records"; and 
"said record processing module generating, for application in efficiently searching for 
desired ones of said data records, a text-string for each data record, wherein each text- 
string includes one or more text-based data descriptors, such that each data descriptor 
includes: a field descriptor that defines a specific data field within the data record to 
which the text-string is related; and a value descriptor that defines the field value 
associated with the specific data field" as recited in independent claim 1 and similarly 
recited in independent claims 9, 21, 29, and 41. 
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The field descriptor and the value descriptor are interpreted as typically 
separated by a separator character (e.g.,:), and the data descriptor begins with 
beginning characters (e.g., <) and ends with ending characters (e.g., >). (see 
specification, H 0045, Publication No. 20050125435 A1). 

The remaining claims, 2-8, 10-20, 22-28, 30-40, and 42-46, are dependent 
claims, thus these claims are patently distinct over the art of record for at least the 
above reasons. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
